PARLIAMENT CHEERS 
Dalai Lama Given 
Asylum In India 


NEW DELHI, India fUPD—In­ 
dia told Communist China and 
the world today that the 25- 
year-old Dalai Lama has cross­ 
ed safely into India from re­ 
volt-torn Tibet and has been 
granted diplomatic asylum. 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru electrified Parliament 
with .the announcement. The 
deputies cheered wildly. 
Nehru said the Tibetan god- 
king, the quarry of an intense 
hunt by Communist Chinese 
troops in Tibet, reached the 
Tibetan border last Tuesday 


Trucking Exec 
Offense Held 
Only Technical 


Edward W. Elliott, Belvedere 
trucking executive, was found 
guilty of “only a technical vio­ 
lation’’ and fined #100 in San 
Francisco Municipal Court yes­ 
terday for running a COD 
freight business without post­ 
ing a bond. 
Sentence was pased by Judge 
Lenore Underwood, who held 
that an East Bay truck financ­ 
ing firm, G IF., Inc., actually 
is responsible for COD pay­ 
ments owed by Elliott’s Inter- 
City Fast Freight Co. 
Proof of this, she said, was 
offered by Elliott’s attorney, 
who produced a copy of a state­ 
ment G.IF. executives filed

The young spiritual and tem­ 
poral ruler of three million 
Tibetans crossed the border 
near the Towang subdivision of 
the Kameng frontier division 
in India’s Assam state, Nehru 
said. 
“When he crossed over into 
our territory he was received 
by our assistant political offi­ 
cer of the Towang subdivi­ 
sion,” Nehru said. 
“The total number who have 
come with him or after him is 
80,” Nehru said. “Yesterday 
we learned that this party in 
two groups is moving towards 
Towang, which is the head­ 
quarters of that subdivision, 
and that he is expected to 
reach Towang today.” 
TOUGH TRIP 
Although 
Towang 
is 
less 
than 20 miles from the border 
as the crow flies, the actual 
trip was much longer because 
it involved traveling over some 
of the roughest country in the 
world. 
The escape, one of the most 
dramatic of modern times, was 
sure to deal a heavy blow at 
Communist Chinese prestige, 
particularly in Asia. Up to the 
start of the anti-Communist re­ 
bellion in Tibet last month, 
and the Communist attempts 
to crush it, India had gone 
to great pains not to offend its 
huge Chinese neighbor in any 
way. 
NEW RESISTANCE 
It was generally believed 
news of the Dalai Lama’s es­ 
cape would set off new and 
greater resistance to the Com­ 
munists in Tibet. 
Reports received at the In­ 
dian border town of Kalimpong 
said the Chinese Communists 
had launched a heavy artillery 
offensive in southeast Tibet.

It may have looked like it, 
but Mrs. Jean B. Rowe of Corte 
Madera wasn’t trying to see 
how many cars could be stack­ 
ed in a public telephone booth 
yesterday. 


Mrs. Rowe, 44, of 350 Chap­ 
man drive, was driving north 
from the Corte Madera inter­ 
change at 9:50 a.m. when the 
throttle of her car suddenly 
jammed wide open. 


Frightened, she. applied the 
brakes, but the c^r would not 
stop. Mrs. Rowe told Highway 
Patrol officers she had no 
choice but to swing toward the 
east frontage road paralleling 
Highway 101. 
The car knocked down 15 
feet of steel fencing, tore out 
20 feet of retaining wall at a 
Flying A service station and 
came to a halt with its front 
end in the station’s outdoor 
phone booth. 
The throttle still was wide 
open when highway patrolmen 
reached the scene. They said 
it was jammed by a loose link­ 
age on the side of the carbure­ 
tor.

Senate Approves 
2 McCarthy Bills 
SACRAMENTO (UPD — Two 
bills dealing with prison vio­ 
lence were en route to the As­ 
sembly today after receiving 
Senate approval. 
The bills, authored by Sen. 
John F. McCarthy (R-San Ra­ 
fael), would do away with the 
mandatory death penalty for a 
lifer who commit* an assault 
with a deadly weapon upon an­ 
other 
prisoner, 
and 
would 
specify a one-year sentence for 
a prisoner other than a lifer 
who commits such an assault. 
Lifers who commit such as­ 
saults could receive the death 
penalty or life imprisonment 
without possibility of parole 
for nine years. 


One was injured. Lt. Jerry 
Prather. 28, a pilot in Hamil­ 
ton’s 83rd Fighter Interceptor 
Squadron, suffered a chipped 
vertebra, and was admitted to 
the base hospital for observa­ 
tion and treatment.

rear cockpit. 
The pilot John 
D. Owens, 29. of 729 Bradley 
aveuue, Novato, an 84th Fight­ 
er Interceptor Squadron mem­ 
ber, was unhurt. 
Officials at the base said the 
jet was just leaving the ground, 
about 5.000 feet along the 
runway at 1:10 p.m. when it 
lost part of its power. 
Without power to get the 
seven and one-half ton plane 
into the air, Lieutenant Owens 
nosed back down onto the run­ 
way, braking from an estimat­ 
ed 135 miles an hour to about 
115 miles an hour before the 
craft hit the heavy barrier 
cable which, by catching the 
plane’s landing gear, is intend­ 
ed to halt runaway jets. 
The cable slowed the plane, 
but slipped away from the 
landing gear, and the plane 
raced on, going about 1.500 
feet past the end of the 8.500- 
foot runway, over a drainage 
ditch and a fence before it 
slid to a stop. 
The craft did not flip over, 
but slid smoothly along its 
course. The plane was exten­ 
sively damaged, but did not 
catch fire. 


Construction crews today started clean­ 
up of the wreckage of a ponderous 80-foot 
span of the partially constructed Corte 
Madera Creek crossing on Highway 101 
at Greenbrae. 


The massive 50-foot wide and six-foot 
thick sandwich of steel, wood and cement 
collapsed yesterday at 4:33 p.m., only min­ 
utes after the 20-man cement crew left 
work for the day. 
James Andrade, project man­ 
ager for the Dan Caputo Co. 
of San Jose, the contractor, 
said today it seemed certain 
no one had been trapped in 
the collapse. 
He said it had 
been impossible to make an 
exact head-count this morning 
because many men failed to 
show up for work and others 
announced they were quitting. 
TRAFFIC JAM 
Damage was estimated at 
more 
than 
$40,000. 
North­ 
bound motorists slowing to 
look at the scene caused a 
traffic jam on adjacent High­ 
way 101 that extended past the 
Corte Madera interchange. 
Cause of the failure of the 
extensive wood underpinnings 
was still unknown today. 
Lawrence Cox of Brentwood, 
equipment operator, said he 
walked under that portion of 
the new bridge a minute or so 
before the fall to pick up a 
water can and power saw. 
He had barely emerged when 
he heard crackling sounds. He 
stood 
transfixed 
under the 
completed 
southbound 
span 
while the newly poured section 
settled to earth “like a pan­ 
cake.” 
He estimated that the crack­ 
ing of the bents of 8-by-8 tim­ 
bers went on for about 30 sec­ 
onds before the final crash. 
He said he saw no one under 
the span while the crunching 
was going on. 


NORTH CROSSING 
The new span is part of the 
$1.800,000 northbound cross­ 
ing of the creek planned for 
completion in October. 
Construction men said the 
fallen span consisted of a 67- 
foot strip of roadway which 
terminated on the north end 
about 13 feet from a 35-foot 
cement pier. The gap was span­ 
ned with seven ton (IVz) “I” 
beams plus the wooden false­ 
work 
which 
supported

Marin County residents swel­ 
tered again yesterday as the 
heat rose to 86 degrees in San 
Rafael and almost as high else­ 
where. 
The high reading, taken on 
Marin 
County 
Savings 
and 
Loan 
Assn.’s 
thermometer, 
equalled that of Wednesday, 
which was a record for this 
year in San Rafael. 


In San Anselmo and Novato 
the mercury reached 85 and 83 
degrees, respectively. Each was 
one degree short of the year’s 
high. San Anselmo’s tempera­ 
ture was up five degrees over 
the previous day. 
Mill Valley was one degree 
cooler than Wednesday with 
an 82 top. 


A 30-day Weather Bureau 
outlook released in Washing­ 
ton predicted that the Bay 
Area will be part of America’s 
“hot belt” this month, with an­ 
ticipated temperatures much 
above seasonal normals. 


Failure of a wooden falsework engine­ 
ered by the contractor drew blame today 
for collapse of a span of the Greenbrae 
Overpass on Highway 101, as Marin’s Sen.

But McCarthy declared the 
state Department of Public 
Works should make an imme­ 
diate investigation “to find out 
why this happened with their 
inspectors on the scene.” 
The Marin senator asserted 
everyone associated with the 
job should be thoroughly in­ 
vestigated. 
All the management of the 
Caputo firm was reported at 
the scene today, investigating 
the cause of the failure and 
what must be done to get the 
$1,800,000 bridge project un­ 
der way again.

Doctors Told 
To Take Social 
Responsibility 


State Medical Assn. 


President Speaks 
To Marin Society 


Doctors, who have “not un­ 
derstood and felt apart from ’' 
the economic and social revo­ 
lutions going on around them, 
need to “get out in front and 
have a positive approach to 
problems.” 
That was the advice last 
night of Dr. T. Eric Reynolds 
of Alameda, president of the 
California Medical Assn., to the 
Marin County Medical Society. 
The society was holding its 
monthly meeting in the Mead­ 
ow Club, Fairfax, jointly with 
its auxiliary. 
Dr. Reynolds said doctors 
have “abdicated their responsi­ 
bilities as citizens” in the rush 
of their daily practice. 
HARD TO COMMUNICATE 
In a medical world being 
“fragmented by specialization,” 
it is often hard for even doc­ 
tors to communicate with each 
other. Therefore it’s important, 
he said, that the “few” who de­ 
viate from the ethics of the 
profession and “bring discredit 
to all concerned” be subject to 
“discipline with t e e t h in it.” 
Such discipline should be at 
the county level to be effective 
“or medicine will be faced with 
over-all accusations which don’t 
apply to 98 per cent.” 
Medicine ha« become more 
expensive, he went on, not be-

Bail Bondsman Shelly 


Denies Seeking Favors 


San Anselmo bail bondsman 
James Joseph Shelley denied 
yesterday he had ever tried to 
influence jailers by money or 
gifts. 
His reply was prepared by 
attorney T. G. Fitzgerald of 
San Rafael and sent to the 
state Department of Insurance 
in San Francisco. 
Shelley, brother of San Fran­ 
cisco 
Congressman John 
F. 
Shelley, held that only on two 
occasions did he offer any­ 
thing, and neither was an at­ 
tempt to influence. 
Once last year, 
Sgt. Guy 
Gibbs helped him re-arrest a 
dangerous 
bail 
jumper, 
re­ 
called Shelley. The bondsman 
said he was so grateful he gave 
Gibbs one dollar, apologized 
for the smallness of the token, 
and suggested the deputy buy 
himself a drink. 
On Christmas Eve, 1957, he 
went to the county jail and of­ 
fered a pint of liquor to Deputy 
Ernest Nielsen, said Shelley. 
He says that the “spirit of 
Christmas was strong within 
hinj on that occasion,” and he 
had no other motivation what­ 
soever. 
In neither instance did he in­ 
tend to influence the jailer in 
any way, Shelley declared. 
The bail bondsman emphati­ 
cally denies all other accusa­ 
tions made by the insurance 
commissioner. 
In October, 
1957, Shelley 
says, he was called to jail to 
bail out only 7 per cent of the 
prisoners, 
whereas 
his 
sole 
competitor at the time (James 


V. Stragnola) bailed out 93 per 
cent. To find out what was 
causing this situation, Shelley 
says, he called Deputy Sheriff 
Fred Hooper who told him, 
“You’ve been around, Jim — 
you have got to sweeten it up 
for those deputies.” Shelley al­ 
leges Hooper then advised him 
to come to the Marin City sub­ 
station if he was curious about 
the identity of those “deputies” 
or the word “sweeten.” 
The only reason he went to 
see Hooper, Shelley alleges, 
“was to ascertain the nature of 
the practice that prevented him 
from successfully engaging in 
the bail bond business, while 
his competitor flourished.” 
The insurance commissioner 
charges Shelley tried to put 
some money in the pocket of 
Jailer Frank Christ, tried to 
give John J. Gallagher $5, and 
presented books to William Mc- 
Killop with five $10 bills with­ 
in their pages.

Cold War Tension Unlikely To Ease 


With Khrushchev In Soviet Saddle 


(Last in a series on Soviet 


Premier Nikita Khrushchev.)

A Communist Party hack 
named Z. T. Serdyuk from Mol 
davia droned on and on. say­ 
ing just what was expected of 
him. 


Nikita Khrushchev, tireless 
talker and 
dogged 
listener, 


hung on every word. 
“In view of the ultimate tri­ 
umph of our party’s general 
line,” intoned Serdyuk, “we 
have all the more evidence ofj 
the political bankruptcy of the 
anti-party group of Malenkov, 
Kaganovich, Molotov, Bulganin 
and Shepilov.” 


Frowning, Whrushchev fah 


t e r r u p e d . “Shepilov who 
joined them,” he corrected. 


It happened last December 
at a party session when Khru­ 
shchev was establishing him­ 
self finally as boss. The Mol­ 
davian momentarily had stray­ 
ed from the formula. 
When Khrushchev “took the 
black sheep by the tail,” as he 
put it. and threw them out in 
mid-1957, a new cliche was 
bom. The big boys who op­ 
posed Khrushchev were to be 
regarded as guilty as sin. For­ 
mer Foreign’ Minister Shepilov 
was not quite so guilty. 
This was the Khrushchev 
mind at work, as dogmatic as 
Stalin’s, conditioned by a life­ 
time of expressing himself in 
pre-fabricated phrases. Such in­ 
cidents throw light on the per­ 
sonality of the man who would 
face Western statesmen in any 
summit conference. 
Khrushchev’s 
life 
story 


shows him clearly to be the 
prisoner of a rigid, uncom­ 
promising 
doctrine. 
Khru­ 
shchev learned from Lenin, 
for example, there are two 
kinds of war—the just and 
the unjust. The just war de­ 
fends or advances commun­ 
ism. 
There are two ways to ex­ 


pand influence in the world. 
Whatever the West does, even 
through 
economic 
aid 
pro­ 
grams, is colonialism. What­ 
ever the U.S.S.R. does is in sup­ 
port of liberation. 
When Khrushchev 
applies 
the double standard, one for 
the U.S.S.R. and one for the 
West, it is useless to look for 


logic as Westerners know it. 
There is only one logic for 
Khrushchev: The inevitable tri­ 
umph of communism. Does the 
Kremlin act in good faith? 
‘ I There is only one faith: Com­ 
munism. 


Like Lenin 
and 
Stalin, 


Khrushchev has made him­ 
self sole arbiter of what is 
good for the cause of com­ 
munism at home and abroad. 
Those who disagreed with 
him became a n t i - p a r t y 
wreckers. 


By these standards, Stalin 
was right when he resisted 
Trotsky’s impatient demand to 
regiment farmers. And he was 
right when he himself brutally 
accomplished the same thing. 
Khrushchev was right when he 
denounced Stalin and encour­ 
aged cautious relaxations. He 
was just as right when he re­ 
established Stalin as a hero and 
cracked down on the same re­ 
laxations, blaming others for 
costly experiments. 
For Khrushchev, the relaxa­ 
tions brought about a situation 
in Hungary which he found 
“hot as paprika.” They brought 
restiveness 
among 
S o v i e t 
youth, riots in Poland, even 
trouble in China. They re­ 
quired him to fix the blame 
elsewhere, and thus the re­ 
newal of the Kremlin feud with 
Tito of Yugoslavia. 
Now Khrushchev once again 
is a Stalinist. Still feeling he 
needs to make promises to the 
public, he warns that abun­ 
dance must not be expected 
too soon. Like Stalin, Khru­ 
shchev 
wants 
world 
power 
first. 
He leaves no doubt how he 
wants to use that power. 


“ Whether they like It er 


not,” he once blurted out, 
“the capitalists must die. 
Well contribute what we 
can.”

COULD CRIPPLE NATION 


years of ceaseless cold war? 
That may depend upon how 
long Khrushchev lasts at his 
dizzy height. 
Communists know the Job of 
being a Red 
nation's party 
boss is gigantic. 
Khrushchev will be 65 in two 
weeks. Doctors have warned 
him to ease up on liquor and 
watch his diet. 
He lives in luxury in Mos­ 
cow, clucked over by his stout, 
motherly wife, admired by his 
grandchildren. If Khrushchev 
has a soft side, it is his devo­ 
tion to his daughter, wife of 
a Moscow editor, and his son 
Sergi, an electrical engineer. 
When the pace gets rough, 
Khrushchev rests at a 30-room 
villa, showplace of a Black Sea 
resort. 


So Khrushchev may live 


for years. But his generation 
of militant Bolshevik vet­ 
erans is dying out. Khru­ 
shchev has neither the power 
nor the personality to be a 
Stalin. Opposition is easily 
detectable. Still, Khrushchev 
seems intent upon producing 
a robot population. He is re­ 
vising Marxism and creating 
new dogma to prepare the 
country for hie version of 
communism. 
He may be miscalculating. 
The new Soviet generation 
is not the frightened mass 
Stalin dominated. Social devel­ 
opment, a sense of pride in in­ 
dustrial and scientific achieve­ 
ment, a hint of apology for the 
backward state of the consum­ 
er economy, all are pressures 
on Khrushchev. 
More than anything else, ed- 


ducatcd Soviets, feeling them­ 
selves on the verge of an era 
of unlimited promise, fear the 
specter of war. This, too, must 
affect Khrushchev’s drive to 
impose communism elsewhere. 
With 
Khrushchev 
as 
top 
man, there may be little re­ 
laxation of the tensions com­ 
munism uses to advance its 
doctrine. 
Time 
can 
change 
that, and when the West nego­ 
tiates, it buys time. 
Some day the Soviet people 
may have an abundance of 
food, clothing, housing and se­ 
curity. Some day the Soviet 
population 
may 
be 
mature 
enough to foree its leaders to 
abandon the goal of world dom­ 
ination. If that time comes, the 
world can hope for lasting 
ppace. 


But It's unlikely Nikita 


Khrushchev will live to see 
riie day.

Soviet Missile Subs 


Alarm U. S. Experts 


By BILL WILKS 


BURBANK (UPI)—The chan­ 
ces are “damn good” that a 
dozen 
nuclear-armed 
enemy 
submarines could sneak close 
enough to wipe out a major 
part of this country’s industry. 
In these blunt words today, 
top anti-submarine warfare ex­ 
perts describe the threat posed 
by Russia’s ever-growing fleet 
of submarines. 


High Navy spokesmen al­ 
ready are on record with 
statements that no location 
in the United States is more 
than 1,500 miles from sub- 
marineable waters — mere 
intermediate range for to­ 
day’s missiles. 


Capt. G. W. Okerson of the 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics 
pointed out that when World 
War II started,. Germany had 
only 45 U-boats ready for op­ 
erations against Great Britain. 
Today, Russia has 10 times that 
number of subs in operation, 
Okerson said. 
This grim estimate came out 
of a briefing by a group of 
scientists and military men 
connected with the Lockheed 
Anti-submarine Warfare Sys­ 


tems Organization, or LAWSO. 
The group’s mission, work­ 
ing closely with the Navy, is to 
strengthen means of submar­ 
ine detection—currently the 
weakest link in America’s de­ 
fense, according to both Navy 
and civilian experts. 


Killing subs is relatively 


easy with such new weapons 
as atomic depth charges, the 
experts agree. The problem 
is in finding them, a task 
some men compare to that 
of finding a gnat in the 
Grand Canyon. 
Why is a sub so hard to 
find? 
For one thing, radio waves 
will not travel in water. This 
rules out radar for spotting 
subs under water, although it 
can be used to hunt them above 
the surface. 
Temperature variations in 
the ocean create invisible bar­ 
riers of cold or warm water 
which divert the sub-hunters’ 
underwater sound waves and 
enable enemy submarines to 
hide. 
Fish and plankton, tiny crea­ 
tures which float in layers at 
various levels in the ocean, 


also can reflect sound waves. 


The LAWSO group has 


concluded 
that 
detection 


methods aren't much better 
today than they were during 
World War II. 
That’s be­ 
cause submarines have kept 
abreast of detection pro­ 
gress. 


What is urgently needed, tha 
anti-submarine warfare 
men 
declared, is a technological 
breakthrough to permit an air­ 
craft to scan 50 to 75 miles of 
ocean at a time to a depth of 
1,500 feet. 
Present method* 
of detection fall so short of 
this that the Navy has been 
forced to throw nearly every 
type of hardware that floats or 
flies into the detection effort. 
The prime detection method 
is SONAR, located by sound 
waves bounced from a sub’s 
hull. 
But SONAR isn’t flex­ 
ible and falls far short of tha 
required range. 


No new idea to lmprovo 


detection is too fantastic for 
study. 
Ideas 
include 
tho 


possibility of “manned ocean- 
bottom stations”—probably 
nuclear-powered subs — to 
help establish a long-range» 
underwater burglar alarm 
system extending hundreds 
of miles off U. S. coasts. 


“In our long-range strategy, 
we might well be forced into a 
decisfon to destroy the sub­ 
marines at their home source, 
where they are built,” Oker* 
son said.

HAWAIIAN CLERGYMAN BLASTS 
HULA DANCING AS IDOLATROUS 


KAILUA KONA, Hawaii IUPI)—A Congregational min­ 
ister charged today that some of Hawaii’s hula dances are 
idolatrous and could lead people away from Christianity. 


The ancient dances greeted the first New England mis- 
sionaries to Hawaii in 1820 and have been enthusiastically 
performed by many descendants of the missionaries. 


Rev. Glen Fisk, pastor of Hawaii’s first church, Moku- 
aikua Congregational, said today that he strongly disap­ 
proves of the dances dedicated to the volcano goddess Pele 
and other gods of Hawaiian mythology. 


The criticism was directed at a hula troupe headed by 
Miss Nona Beamer, member of an old island family, which 
performs for tourists at the Kona Inn. Miss Beamer said 
she was so upset by Fisk s criticism that she has been 
losing weight. 


“My life is dedicated to the preservation of Hawaiian 
culture,” Miss Beamer said. “ I do not see how an ancient 
art form or folk lore interfere in any way with Christian 
beliefs. I am a Christian myself.”

Arkansas School 


Chief Negligent In 


Fatal Fire Ousted 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. 0”P)—L. 
R. Gaines was discharged yes­ 
terday as superintendent of an 
Arkansas Negro boys industrial 
school as a result of a fire 
In a locked dormitory which 
killed 21 teen-agers March 5. 


The school’s board of direc­ 
tors said Gaines was dismissed 
for negligence in not having 
an adult with keys on duty in 
the building. Forty-eight boys 
escaped from the flaming dor­ 
mitory by kicking their way 
through heavy metal window 
screens. 


Also fired by the board of 
the Wrightsville Institution for 
Delinquent Boys was Gaines’ 
wife, who was carried on the 
school payroll although she 
had a fulltime job as a school 
teacher; and two male em­ 
ployees the board said were 
unsatisfactory. 


Nine other employees of the 
school resigned In protest of 
the firings, leaving five hold­ 
over staff members. All school 
employees are Negroes.

Dr. Oscar .Creech Jr. of Tu- 
lane University described the 
new method before this week’s 
American Cancer Society sem­ 
inar. 
A pumping machine that 
acts like an artificial heart and 
lung outside of the body makes 
the technique possible. 
Suppose a doctor wanted to 
treat a cancerous leg with 
chemical poisons in an effort 
to kill the tumor. 
He can shut off the cancer­ 
ous leg by a tourniquet. Then 
he can hook up the artificial 
heart and lung to the blood 
vessels of the leg, circulating 
freshened blood through this 
area. 
In this way, he can intro­ 
duce strong poison« to the 
leg’s blood stream for up to 
an hour without fear of poison­ 
ing 
the 
patient. 
Poisonous 
anti-cancer agents like nitro­ 
gen mustard can be used in 
fairly 
strong 
concentrations 
with little harm to the rest 
of the body. 
There Is some leakage, but 
it is not enough to hurt the 
patient. 
The hour time limit reflects 
a tendency of the blood to be­ 
come less useful under the 
strain of the pumping mechan­ 
ism. 
After the treatment, the poi­ 
son is flushed out by plasma.

THE PEOPLE of the world have hopefully .watched your representatives meet in 


Geneva. They have been heartened by the progress which has been made in writ­ 
ing a treaty to end nuclear weapons tests. The negotiations have brought us the first 


rays of light in the twelve years of darkness since the cold war began. The men 
meeting in Geneva have given us hope— hope that the dangers of radioactive fall­ 


out will not be increased in the years to come, hope that the world need not con­ 


tinue to drift toward extinction in a suicidal arms race. 


But now many problems confront your ne­ 
gotiators. There are problems in the negotia­ 
tions them «elves. Thee« questions requi re po­ 
litical and technical answer*, hut basically the 
difficulties ere caused by mistrust and deep 
suspicions and need human solutions. 


There are also obstacles being raised by 
those who do not want a test ban agreement. 


The obstacles and problems are real; but 
surely they are small beside the dangers of 
radioactive poisoningt and mutual annihtla* 
tion in a nuclear tear. 


In New York, radioactive fallout was up 
25% in the first 8 months of the year, accord­ 
ing to The New York Times in December. 


Senators Anderson and Humphrey, last 
wreek, emphasized that the AFC is keeping 
atomic test fallout data from the public and 
that the concentration of cancerogenic stron­ 
tium-90 is greater in the U.S. than in any other 
area in the world and is increasing at a rate 
much greater than previously anticipated. 


Today there are three nuclear powers. To­ 
morrow, unless the arms race is halted, France 
will he armed with nuclear weapons, and *o 
will Germany. Traditionally neutral Sweden 
and Switzerland are considering nuclear arms. 
Communist China and countries of Eastern 
Europe will soon follow. 


Today the missile race has just btgun. By 


mid-1960t uhen missiles ere hidden under• 
ground, inspection will be virtually impossible 
and the world will face a point of no return in 
ultimate peril. 


With these developments the dangers of 
nuclear war by accident or by incident will in­ 
crease rapidly. For these reasons, it is possible 
that a nuclear test ban may he the world’s best 
last chance to begin international arms con­ 
trol. 


It is very important to have a treaty which 
would depend on inspection teams and con­ 
trol posts and not only on words; a treaty 
which would bridge the gap of distrust and 
fear far outweighs the difficulties of finding 
solutions to these problems. 


The problems will not be solved, however, 
unless a strong will exists in each country for 
reaching agreement. We are concerned about 
intransigence at the conference table. But wo 
are also concerned about efforts to defeat that 
will, both here and abroad. 
Serions moves 
have been made to obstruct the talks by many 
forces in the world which are against a test 
control agreement. 


The political judgments of the AEC and the 
Defense Department provide dangerous coun­ 
sel for Americans and for the world. Time 
and time again this same weapons develop­ 
ment group has misled the American people.

It said, “We want yon to feel that 
your job is to make this planet safe and fit for 
human habitation.” In the months since then, 
a start has been made. There are many road­ 
blocks in the way of an agreement. There will 
continue to he. But the price of failure may 
very well be the price of human life itself. The 
success of the Geneva negotiations is vitally 
important. 


The responsibility for that success rests with 
you.

Shinguard Salesman Says Mays 


Was Victim O f Freak Accident 


Let's plunge into the interesting case 
of Mr. Frank Kenneally, the high poten­ 
tate of the Wilson Sporting Goods firm. 
For an unassuming fellow, Kenneally 
has attained considerable notoriety in 
baseball circles. He's the guy who meas­ 
ures the ball players for their uniforms, 
sends them bats, gloves, spikes and oth­ 
er accessories they use during a season. 
Kenneally has been around and about 
for quite a spell and he is better than 
an encyclopedia when it comes 
to dates, names, etc. 
“Do you supply the shin 
guards for catchers?” sezzi to 
Frank, after Willie Mays sliced 
himself for 35 inches along the 
shin bone. 
“I do,” pleaded Kenneally 
innocently. 
“But it’s a bum rap. 
The 
shin guard a catcher wears has 
no metal in it, nothing harder 
than leather. 
But it’s firm 
leather. 
“The fact that Willie Mays 
was 
unfortunate 
enough to 
find the pointed end of the 
shin guard when he slid, is re­ 
grettable. But it is purely and 
simply an unusual accident, an 
unaccountable accident. 
“In OVER 30 years with the 
Wilson Company I can only 
remember one other player 
who suffered an injury from a 
shin guard. 
And that player 
was Bill Salked, once the apple 
of Bill Essick’s eyes when he 
first joined the Yankee chain. 
“Salked’s career was 
cut 
short by a freak accident. He 
fell over a player sliding into 
the plate and the player’s 
spike caught him at the knee 
cap, and ruined him for all 
intents and purposes. But he 
did remain in baseball for 
many years afterwards. 
“Salked’s shin guard parted 
at the knee cap and the play­ 
er’s spike happened to crash 
through it and caused >a big 
gash that really slowed him 
up and eventually cost him a 
sparkling career in organized 
baseball. 


"AT THE time of Salked’s in­ 
jury, the kid was headed for 
a great stretch in baseball. But 
his leg stiffened and no mat­ 
ter wh^t the medicos did for 
him they couldn’t keep the 
knee cap from stiffening. And 
with a stiff knee you can’t run. 
So you’ll have to believe me 
when I say it never happened 
before and it never will hap­ 
pen again.” • 
According to Keneally the 
accident to Willie Mays has the 
same earmarks of freakness 
that Salked’s had. 
“It was one of those unex­ 
plainable things that no manu­ 
facturer can guard against. If 
the shin guard hasn’t any 
break at the knee, the catcher 
couldn’t bend over. 
So if he 
bends 
over 
and 
somebody 
plants a spike in between the 
opening in the knee pad, it 
has to go down in the record 
books as a freak accident,” ex­ 
plains Kenneally. 
REPORTS from the Giants at 
Phoenix make no mention of 
Willie Mays being stiff legged. 
In fact Garry Schumacher, the 
Baron of Ballyhoo, just back 
from the Giants camp, explains 
it by saying, 
“Willie is just 
as fast and just as tricky and 
just as daring as he was before 
the accident. We think it left 
no injury whatever” 
And if it makes any differ­ 
ence to Mr. Kenneally’s feel­ 
ings or his boss’ feelings, we’re 
happy, too, that nothing the 
Wilson Company made is hurt­ 
ing any ball player.

DISTRESS SIGNALS 
Next best thing to keeping 
out of trouble is knowing what 
to do when in it. 
The most important thing 
of course is to keep a cool head. 
You can’t have a cool head in 
any emergency unless you are 
sure that no m atter what hap­ 
pens you and your passengers 
will stay 
afloat 
until 
help 
comes. 
So be smart. Do first things 
first. 
And the first thing to 
do is get everyone into life 
jackets. 
EVERYONE. 
T h a t 
means you and all adults as 
well as children. 
Now that you have donned 
the jackets properly the chan­ 
ces are excellent that you are 
all safe, so now you can afford 
to be the cool-headed skipper. 
Now you can summon help. 
HERE WE repeat again what 
we said in oyr opening article: 
“Basically, you will need to u«?e 
common sense.” 
This statement certainly ap­ 
plies now. 
For anything that 
will attract attention and get 
help to you quickly may be 
used to indicate your need for 
help. 
However, over a period of 
time, the Coast Guard and ship­ 
ping Internationally has de­ 
veloped a system of distress 
communication that is fairly 
standard. To go into all facets 
is impossible in this space but 
there are the few things you, 
as a small boat owner, should 
know. 
1. The radio-telephone. This 
is the boatsman’s greatest com­ 
fort. 
To be able to summon 
help, to call horpe when late 
so the folks won’t worry, to 
speak to other ships 
miles 
away, gives one a feeling of se­ 
curity not otherwise attainable. 
Today 
the 
prices 
are 
low 
enough so that if you can af­ 
ford a boat, you can afford a 
radio-telephone too. 
THE SPOKEN word for dis­ 
tress is “MAYDAY.” 
Never 
use the word “MAYDAY” un­ 
less there is a serious need. 
Because when you call for help, 
you immediately activitate the 
Coast Guard facilities and it 
becomes a real big deal. It 


might involve ships, planes, 
helicopters and a‘ great many 
men. No expense will be spar­ 
ed to rescue you, your pas­ 
sengers and your boat. 
So under the circumstances, 
see how silly it would be to 
yell 
“MAYDAY” 
into 
your 
phone simply because you are 
stuck in the mud off the chan­ 
nel in an outgoing tide! 
2. Distress flares: You are 
required 
to 
carry 
distress 
flares at all times. The flares 
Should be both visible at night 
and by day. Your marine dealer 
can show you various kits. 
If 
you want to go first class, you 
can buy a gun that will fire 
the flare. 
If not, get some 
flares that can be activitated 
by hand. 
3. Other methods of attract­ 
ing attention: 
(a) Flying your yacht ensign 
upside down tells the world 
you are in trouble; 
(b) Flying the international 
code flags NC will bring aid 
(if seen by boatsmen who rec­ 
ognize them); 
(c) A continuous sounding 
of any fog signal, firing of a 
blank cartridge gun; 
(d) At night, a controlled 
deck fire froixr oil or tar (but 
be sure it’s in a metal drum! 
Don’t burn up your boat!); 
(e) Signaling with mirror in 
daytime and flashlight at night, 
the Morse Code for distress 
SOS, three dots, three dashes, 
three dots. 
THE METHODS above listed 
are a mixture of inland and 
international. There are other 
ways as well. 
I can think of 
many other ways of attracting 
attention and so can you. 
Now the chances are very 
good that if you do all things 
in a common sense manner 
and are prepared for all situa­ 
tions, you will never find oc­ 
casion to use them. 
For statistics seem to point 
up one big truth: Accidents to 
small boats rarely happen to 
well equipped craft, skippered 
by men and women who have 
taken 
the trouble to learn 
enough so that they know that 
the sea is not to be feared, only 
respected.

Shantz hadn’t been look­ 
ing good, or even fair. At one 
stage the New York Yankees 
sent him back from an ex­ 
hibition trip so that he could 
be given more work at their 
St. Petersburg, Fla., base. 
There he had one good stint 
against minor league opposi­ 
tion, but Bobby brushed it 
off with the discouraged re­ 
mark that “anybody should 
beat those kind of hitters.” 
Everything 
looks 
brighter 
since Monday, however, when 
he went seven fine shutout in­ 
nings against the power-packed 
Cincinnati Reds. 
“And what’s even more en­ 
couraging,” glows the five-foot, 
six-inch southpaw% 
“I could 
easily have gone nine.” 
Casey Stengel, the sail-eared 
Yankee skipper, was happy, 
too. 
“He still has that major 
league arm,” Casey exulted. 
You can’t blame Shantz if 
some of the doubts remain 
even beneath 
his 
new 
op­ 
timism. Because the fates have 
delighted in tormenting him. 
Shantz seemed ticketed for 
i 
reatness right from the start, 
he 140-pounder from Potts- 
town, Pa., led the Western 
League with 18 \4ctories his 
first season in organized ball 
and moved right up to the Ath­ 
letics. It took him a year to 
get started, but then, in 1951, 
he won 18 games for the A’s 
which was equivalent to a 25- 
game season on one of the con­ 
tenders. The following season 


he won 24 against a mere sev­ 
en losses and then disaster 
struck. 
Bobby was hit on the pitch­ 
ing wrist in a game against 
Washington 
and 
suffered 
a 
broken bone. He won the most 
valuable award and yet the 
next season his delivery was so 
altered in an unconscious at­ 
tempt to guard his wrist that 
he developed shoulder trouble. 
He was 5-9 that year, and it was 
to get worse. 
A pulled shoulder tendon vir­ 
tually washed him out in 1954, 
in which he pitched only eight 
innings. In the spring of 1955 
he thought of leaving baseball, 
but stuck and had a poor 5-10 
mark. The next year he lost his 
control, along with everything 
else, for a 2-7 record. 
Then Stengel, who had al­ 
ways been high on the little 
man, got him in a trade and 
Bobby repaid that faith with 
an 11-5 mark in 1957 and 
the league’s lowest earned 
run average. But last season 
shoulder trouble s t r u c k 
again and Shantz finished up 
at seven wins and six losses. 
This spring appeared to spell 
the beginning of the end. He 
was throwing “nothing” balls 
and his control was off. But 
those seven innings against the 
Reds made a big difference. 
Only time will tell what hap­ 
pens next to the little man who 
has been fate’s football. But 
at least now he has fresh en­ 
couragement to go on fighting.

Transition From 1890's To Now 


The homes to be shown on 
the annual house tour to be 
presented by St. 
Stephen’s 
Guild of Belvedere on April 
30 have been announced and 
in keeping with the theme 
“Seven Decades of Homes in 
Belvedere” will demonstrate 
the transition from the 1890s 
to the most modern type of 
home on the Belvedere La­ 
goon. 
First stop will be at the 
mansion and terraced gardens 
of Mr. and Mrs. Eric Pedley, 
designed by Willis Polk, fa­ 
mous San Francisco architect, 
In 1890. Representing the Ed­ 
wardian period will be the 
elegant residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Simi, which was 
planned by Albert Farr, an­ 
other 
well-known 
architect. 
Both of these homes represent 
the period when Belvedere 
‘island was an exclusive sum­ 
mer Resort and the wealthy 
built their country homes with 
all the comforts of their town 
houses. 
Next will be the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Omizzolo which 
is a pink stucco set in large 
gardens on the crest of Gold­ 
en Gate avenue. 
This repre­ 
sents the transition from old 
fashioned at the turn of the 
century to the fourth home to 
be shown, th^t of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Lamoree, designed by 
W. R. Yelland in the Spanish 
Mediterranean architecture so 
popular 
in 
California 
after 
World War I. 
The fifth house, which was 
built by the present owner, 
Hiram Johnson III, is typical 
of modern design and engi­ 
neering and was planned by 
William Wurster, npw dean of 


the school of architecture of 
the University of California. 
At the time it was built, it 
was such an innovation that 
petitions were circulated in 
Belvedere to prevent construc­ 
tion of the “modern monstros­ 
ity” which was considered out 
of place. 
Circular rooms can- 
tilevered 
into 
wooded 
sur­ 
roundings and toward the spec­ 
tacular view and today the 
“daring design” of the Thirties 
hardly 
commands 
attention. 
The brown shingle exterior is 
the only thing in common with 
earlier homes. 
Because the most spectacular 
change in the Belvedere area 
in the last two decades has 
been the transformation of the 
Lagoon from mud flats to an 
area of lovely homes with the 
advantages of swimming and 
small boating in their back 
ydVds, the Guild has selected 
two waterside homes to com­ 
plete the tour. 
The cottage 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lou Hymans 
with its beautiful gardens in­ 
cluding a tea house and a tree 
house is located on the north 
end of the Lagoon which was 
first developed in the Forties. 
The 70-year span will be 
completed with the exotic home 
and gardens of Mr. and Mrs. 
Alfred Gemperle, located on 
Leward road at the south end 
of the Lagoon.

It appears the members of the Board 
of Supervisors are getting fed up with 
constant interruptions from that fiend­ 
ish invention, the telephone. 
We've complained in this space be­ 
fore about the rudeness of that black in­ 
strument whose incessant ringing can 
halt a hearing, interrupt a presentation 
and effectively stop operations of coun­ 
ty government. 
Last Tuesday some of the board be­ 
gan to see our point. 
Early in the morning, with only three 
of the five members present, the phone 
rang first for one supervisor and then 
another. There are three phones in the 
supervisors’ 
chambers.

clerk. Although he has a phone on his 
own desk, the clerk got up, walked out 
to the anteroom to answer and all busi­ 
ness of the board stopped. 
“This is getting ridiculous,’' said 
Chairman Walter Castro. 
“We wouldn’t let somebody walk in­ 
to the room and interrupt our meeting, 
why should we let the telephone?” 
asked Supervisor William Gnoss. “Why 
don’t you write an editorial about it?” 
he suggested to the Independent-Jour- 
nal's reporter.

In 
general this admission is 60 cents as 
compared to the usual 90 cents. Thus 
an oldster by attending the show four 
times would more than make his dollar 
back; every time he attended the show 
after that, the cost would be a third less 
than for other adults. 
This could well bring this entertain­ 
ment into the range of many who for­ 
merly could not attend. 
We congratulate the Blumenfelds and 
their staff on the innovation.

In the short view, the fight 
is over the future of the sand 
spit (or Shell Beach): Shall 
it be a public park or a res­ 
taurant with an acre or so 
of asphalt parking lot? 
In the long view, it is over 
the whole of its marina: Shall 
commercial development cut 
the citizens off from access to 
the water except by a route 
through somebody’s gas sta­ 
tion? 
As usual, the issue breaks 
down into one between the 
new order and the old. But 
here is the paradox. T h e

“new” order — the younger 
residents, perhaps with small 
children — favor the conserv­ 
ative thing, a park, while the 
“old” order seems willing to 
sacrifice the sandspit — the 
last desirable beach - access 
property — just for the sake 
of money; who knows, maybe 
they stand to profit. 
Profit is not bad, and no­ 
body proposes the city’s tak­ 
ing over the sandspit at any­ 
thing less than a fair price. 
But to do this, the City Coun­ 
cil must hear before its April 
7 meeting a public demand to 
save it for recreational use. 
At this time, the “old”- or­ 
der — including proponents 
of the proposed McAteer res­ 
taurant—keeps bleating about 
what “should have been done 
30 years ago,” that “the new­ 
comers to Sausalito” are in­ 
terlopers, that “the sandspit 
has lain fallow for so long” 
it’s time somebody did some­ 
thing there. 
What “should have been 
done” is not the point: The 
opportunity to look ahead for 
the welfare of the citizens is 
now; the time to save the 
sandspft for a park is now, if 
citizens will write the coun­ 
cil one line on a postcard urg­ 
ing this action. 
Senator McAteer seems to 
take it as an affront that Saus­ 
alito doesn’t welcome his res­ 
taurant, modestly described 
as luxurious. Again, this is 
not the point. I am sure that 
the reputation of his archi­ 
tects would protect us from a 
monstrosity like a Howard 
Johnson’s in the style of Ice 
Cream Colonial, or from any 
other “sore-eye,” to borrow 
a word from that emininet di­ 
alectician, Councilman Keen­ 
ey.

It's Hard To Judge Juvenile Cases 
Because Facts Aren't Available 


It was a hectic weekend for 
the 
county 
sheriff’s 
men. 
They had the unexpected duty 
of rounding up 15 escapees 
from the juvenile hall at Lu­ 
cas Valley. 
From their headquarters in 
the basement of the county 
courthouse came some uncom­ 
plimentary m utters a b o u t 
“psychology” used in dealing 
with youthful law-breakers. 
The curious thing a b o u t 
treatm ent of juveniles is that 
outside of police, district at­ 
torneys, 
probation 
officers 
and judges, very few people 
know what is going on. 
Maybe they are treated too 
softly, as seems to be the 
prevalent opinion in the sher­ 
iff’s office, or perhaps to o 
harshly. It is difficult to de­ 
termine. 


ANYONE UNDER 18 ar­ 
rested on a criminal charge 
more or less disappears from 
view. Because he is a juvenile 
his case is considered a civil 
case not a criminal case. His 
case is decided in chambers 
by a judge of Marin Superior 
Court. 
This newspaper follows the 
policy pretty consistently of 
not printing names of anyone 
under 18 who is arrested. The 
usual identification in a news 
story is something like “a 16- 
year-old San Rafael youth.” 
This policy makes it next 
to impossible to follow the 
disposition 
of 
a 
juvenile’s 
case since the reporter who 
wrote the arrest story is not 
too often the reporter who 
fellows the court cases. 
Besides this, most proba­ 
tion reports are treated as a 
confidential m atter. 


THE END RESULT of all 
this is that the public gets a 
clear picture of how many 
juveniles are arrested and for 
what, but has no conception 
of what sort of judgm ent is 
meted out to them or the miti­ 
gating details of their cases. 
What the public reads is what 
the reporter gets off the po­ 
lice report. The police report 
we assume is honest, but it 
will most likely make a strong 
case for the police action tak­ 
en — the arrest of the juven­ 
ile. 
Newspapers operate on the 
theory that exposure to the 
light has a purifying effect. 
But even newspaper editors 
have hesitated to publicly an­ 
nounce the names of law­ 
breakers under 18 on the 
theory that the public brand­ 
ing of the youth will do more 
harm than good. The same 
theory operates in the proba­ 
tion and court handling of the 
juvenile’s case.

the juvenile hall break was 
that 
when 
the 
17-year-old 
“ringleader” was captured on 
Tuesday afternoon his side of 
the story got a full coverage 
— he wasn’t simply spirited 
off to juvenile hall after book­ 
ing at the county jail. 
“I am ashamed of what I 
did,” the youth said. 
Then he gave a frank ac­ 
count of how he couldn’t 
“chicken out” once the escape 
was planned. 
It created a totally different 
impression from the earlier 
description of a foul-m6uthed 
young tough threatening a 
juvenile hall supervisor with 
an iron bar. 


STATE OF BANKRUPTCY 
Michigan Is Broke, 
Williams Is Blamed 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (UPD — For 
Michigan’s six-times Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams this could 
be the end of the road. 
Williams’ State of Michigan 
is coming to be known as the 
State of Bankruptcy. 
T h a t 
is bad for a politician who 
has had his eye on the White 
House. 
The State of Michigan is 
broke. For two and one half 
months the newspapers and 
news magazines have been 
telling their readers about 
that. It is bad advertising, so 
bad that it could and probably 
will be deadly to Williams’ 
political ambitions. Deadly, at 
least, to his political ambi­ 
tions outside the state. 


STORIES OF the financial 
catastrophe which is overtak­ 
ing Michigan never fail to 
identify Williams with the bad 
news. Much less emphasis is 
put on the fact that the Legis­ 
lature of Michigan is Repub­ 
lican-controlled and, further, 
that the immediate problem 
in Michigan adds up to a gov- 
ernor-legislature dispute on 
how to solve it. 
Governor and Legislature 
pulling 
together toward 
a 
common objective doubtless 
could find quickly a tempor­ 
ary solution 
to 
Michigan’s 
difficulties. The Republican 
Legislature wants to raise 
Michigan’s sales tax by one 
per cent. 


A FRIENDLY on-the-scene 
reporter calls that proposal 
the one big solution offered 
by the Republican legislative 
leadeis. This reporter adds: 
“To Williams, a self-labeled 
New-Dealer, and to his big 
supporters in W a l t e r P. 
Reuther’s United Auto Work­ 
ers Union, a boost in the sales 
tax is just about as tasty as 
a dose of castor oil.” 
Editorial c o m m it has been 
severe on Williams; for exam­ 
ple, this on how Michigan got 
into the mess: 
“The state spent more than 
it took in, and kept on spend­ 
ing more and more. In 10 
years it almost has doubled 
its spending.” 


WILLIAMS’ FRIENDS in­ 
sist 
that 
Republican 
state 
legislators consistently have 
gone along with the six-term 
spending programs. The Re­ 


publicans argue that things 
would be much worse if they 
had not cut the governor’s 
spending programs all along 
the line. 


However that may be, Mich­ 
igan comes up now multi-mil­ 
lions of dollars short in pay­ 
ments for public schooling, 
for old age and children’s aid. 
The state is facing a $110 mil­ 
lion deficit by July 1. Big bus­ 
iness—the auto companies— 
paid $35 million recently in 
advance taxes. That has been 
swallowed up in the financial 
crisis. 


THE BIG POLITICAL fact 
in all of this is that, fair or 
not, the shame of it is rub­ 
bing off on Soapy Williams 
and already must have re­ 
moved him from the national 
political stage. 
The big political question 
is whether all of this will rub 
off, too, on Reuther who com­ 
mands the union manpower 
and union funds which p ut 
Williams in office and kept 
him there. 
That is a very interesting 
and important question.

Penalties Are Severe 
For Fraudulent Return 


By PETER J. VVIKEL, CPA 
When you sign your tax re­ 
turn, you state: “I declare un­ 
der the penalties of perjury 
that this return (including any 
accompanying schedules and 
statements) has 
been examined 
by me and to 
the best of my 
knowledge and 
belief is a true, 
correct, and 
complete re­ 
turn.” 
The law pre­ 
scribes and the 
courts may as­ 
sess 
s ev ere 
Peter J. Wikel penalties for: 
1. Willful making and sub­ 
scribing a false return; up to 
$5,000 fine or three years im­ 
prisonment, or both. 
2. Willful attempt in any 
manner to evade or defeat tax; 
$10,000 fine or five years im­ 
prisonment, or both. 
3. Willful failure to pay tax 
or file the proper returns; $10,. 
000 fine or one year imprison­ 
ment, or both. 
The Treasury has authority 
to assess for: 
1. Unpaid tax or deficiency, 
6 per cent per year from the 
due date of any such tax or de­ 
ficiency. 
2. Negligence without any 
intent to defraud, 5 per cent of 
the total deficiency. 
3. Failure to file return on 
time, 5 per cent to 25 per cent 
of the tax due. 
4. Fraud with intent to evade 
tax, 50 per cent of the total de­ 
ficiency. 
5. Attempt to depart from 
the United States without pay­ 
ing all taxes or to conceal prop­ 
erty, 25 per cent of the tax or 
deficiency plus 6 per cent in­ 
terest. 
There is no reason for you to 
pay more taxes than the law 
prescribes or to be timid in tak­ 
ing every deduction permitted 
by law. 
Your tax' return should con­ 
tain a full and clear explana­ 
tion of every item entered 
thereof; and you should retain 
in your possession for at least 
six years all pertinent papers, 
bills, checks, receipts, etc., in 
connection with your return. 
Uncle Sam has many sources 
of information concerning your 
income besides your tax return. 
In addition, your return is au­ 
dited by a trained staff of ex­ 
pert accountants who probably 
have had experience with ,everv 
conceivable method of avoiding 
or evading taxes. 
The Treasury has added a 
large number of employees to 
its staff and each return is due 
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for a more thorough going-over 
than in past years. These peo­ 
ple are well trained and know 
their business, but they are not 
mind readers. 


Be sure to fully explain ev­ 
ery detail of your tax return on 
the return or on an attached 
statement so that Uncle Sam 
will understand exactly what 
you are doing.

smoke. 
Only a little over 3 
out of 10 American women do. 


The situation is similar, the 
study says, in Britain, Canada, 
Sweden and Denmark—except 
that some Danish women fav­ 
or cigars and cigarillos to cig­ 
arettes. 


The subcommittee, headed 
by Rep. John C. Watts, (D-Ky.) 
made the study to determine 
what can be done to boost de­ 
clining U. S. tobacco 
sales 
abroad.

rate. But the smoking patterns 
vary. 


The British, for example, are 
among the world’s most loyal 
smokers. 
Their consumption 
continues to rise despite heavy 
taxes and a cigarette price 
averaging 50 cents a pack. 


Why do people smoke, any­ 
way? 


“A surprising num ber of rea­ 
sons are psychological,” the 
study says, “associated with the 
stress, tensions and social de­ 
mands of the modern world.”

You Can't Risk Non-Punishment, 


But Over-Punishment Loses Force 


How should you punish your I 
children? What is a good pen­ 
alty? What is a bad one? Pun­ 
ishment is comDlicated. A few 
children 
almost 
never 
need 
punishing. Usually they're the 
only child in a family. They're 
sensitive. They catch on fast ! 
They try hard. If you've such 
a youngster, you're lucky. Most 
kids aren't that good. 
The others sometimes delib­ 
erately do things they know 
are wrong. They take things 
from 
a 
store, 
for 
example. I 
They start a fire. They tell a 
dangerous 
lie. if you 
don’t 
punish them thev may draw 
the 
wrong 
conclusion. 
They 
may keep it up. You can't risk 
that. 
Choose punishments which 
seem to come as a natural con­ 
sequence 
of 
the 
m isdeeds.1 
Your boy may take some mqn- 
ey which doesn't belong to him 
and spend it. You have him 
tell the person he took it from. 
You set up a plan for him to 
earn the money to replace it. j 
Or you make him do without 
his allowance for a time. Such 
penalties seem logical, don't 
they? Chances are your boy| 
would accept them. He'd learn 
his lesson. 


Always use the mildest pun­ 
ishment that will do the trick. 
Help your child see the point. 
If he thinks his punishment is 
unfair he won't learn what you 
want to teach him. Spank spar­ 
ingly. 
Use 
the 
whip rarely. 
Both are easilv overdone. If 
you save corporal punishment 
for the few worst offenses, it is 
effective. If you use it fre­ 
quently, it is useless. 
Children are different. What 
works with one won’t work 
with 
another. 
They 
change 
rapidly. You have to change 
with 
them. 
Above all make 
sure they understand you still 
love*'em. Even when they’re 
bad they need to know you're 
on their side.
